All these things have already been shown: mysterious 
deaths, untraced murders, strange escapes, the presence in the 
city of a very large class of undesirables with the attendant} 
purse-snatching, cocaine-vending, safe-cracking, house-break- 
ing and every manifestation of a lack ot control by the police. 
Summed up, they must be recognized as a problem facing the 
new administration, and with this problem on their hands and 
the obligation to find a solution the mayor and commissioners 
proceed along the lines which common-sense dictates, by re- 
placing the man under whose tenure these things have been 
brought about with another whom they no doubt have reason 
to believe can make good. 

Whether the new man makes good or not is something 
which remains to be seen. He is by no means a stranger, and 
his record in the past ‘is a criterion by which his chances of 
making good may be judged. In the meantime, Mr. Lancey 1s 
acting-chief, and it is up to he and Mr, Booth. The statistics 
and developments of the next month or two should furnish: 
the evidence of their capacity, or otherwise, as the case may 
be. In the meantime the mayor, Commissioner Booth and 
Acting-Chief Lancey have made it unqualitiedly plain that the 
attempt from a certain quarter to make it appear. that they 
were predisposed toward an open town is plain slander.

barracks at Fort Saskatehewan will be 
taken over by the Provincial govern- 
ment early this week. Arrangements 
have almost been completed by the de- 
|partinent for the taking over of this 
Institution as well as the custody of 
some 60 odd prikoners confined there, 

Plans for the provinelal jail which 
the department has proposed to erect 
on the site of the barracks have been 
about completed, and it is thought that 
actual construction work on this 
will be begun some time during this 
month, The plans call for a very ela- 
borate building and this will necessarily 
| entail considerable expenditure, To 
modify this to sore extent it has been 
decided to extend the building opera- 
tions over a number of years by erect- 
ing the building in a number of see. 
tions, crch section being a complete 
building in itself. It is expected that 
the section which will he completed this 
year will be sufficientl® large to ue- 
commodate the prisoners and meet the 
present demands, 

Practionlly all of the eonstruetion of 
new bulldings will be done by 
prison labor. The new buildings will 
be largely of cement construction. 

In the mianagement and operation of 
this prison the department will follow 
along the same lines as at Lethbridge, 
In addition to the work in and around 
lthe jail itself a large amount of road 
construction werk is being done by the 
feonviets, This plan has been so suc- 
| cessfully carried out by the Lethbridge 
‘authorities that at the present time the
